Which t& effe&t, ſome barbarous Villans be 

Sent to Aſſaſlinate his Majeſty. 

This Council (that for Zucifer did PImp) 

Was by themſelves CharaQterized Z 1 M P: 

A proper Term ! For thoſe who thence did Roam, 

Caught by the Hangman, came but Limping bome. 

But to prepare things, Berwick firſt muſt go, 

And there remain a while Incognito : 

Who reckoning that the Plot was firmly laid,
